EDITORIAL 

Let's  Add  Our  Voice 

The  following  editorial  is  an  open  letter  to  the 
NWMSC  Student  Senate  by  Bob  Lafferty,  editor,  North¬ 
west  Missourian. 

The  page  one  article  which  illustrates  the  recent  out¬ 
burst  of  indignation  to  the  loyalty  oath  provision  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Defense  Student  Loan  program  must  be  met  with 
more  than  passive  interest. 

Why,  among  the  many  socio-economic  groups  receiving 
loans  from  the  national  government,  have  college  students 
been  singled  out  to  prove  their  loyalty  in  this  manner? 

Is  this  not  discrimination  in  its  highest  form? 

The  nation  was  shocked  when  it  finally  realized  what 
the  book-burning  actions  of  such  people  as  the  late  Senator 
Joe  McCarthy  could  do  lo  stifle  the  freedom  of  thought  upon 
which  this  nation  is  based  and  yet  here  again  is  another 
vestige  of  that  philosophy. 

There  are  still  those,  such  as  the  American  Legion  and 
the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  who  claim 
opposition  to  loyally  oaths  is  tantamount  to  un-Americanism. 

What  can  be  more  un-Aincrican  than  forced  loyalty? 

Nothing  could  be  more  valid  than  the  well  thought-out 
criticism  of  this  oath— criticism  which  has  come  from  scores 
of  student,  faculty  and  administration  sources.  Yet  still  the 
oath  provision  stands. 

It  Is  therefore  requested  that  the  Student  Senate  of 
this  college  follow  the  lead  of  institutions  like  Eastern 
Michigan  University  and  add  its  voice  lo  the  already  re¬ 
sounding  cry,  letting  it  be  known  that  we  too  want  this 
black  mark  on  the  name  "student”  be  stricken  from  the 
record.
